CHICAGO, JANUARY 9, 1909. 





On January 1 the two-cent postage rates agreement 
between the United States and the German postal 
authorities went into effect. But it should be borne 
in mind by correspondents wishing to avail themselves 
of the cheaper postage that their letters must be 
marked as intended for steamships sailing direct from 
New York to German ports. Otherwise their letters 
will be sent by way of England and France and the 
old postal union rate of five cents will be charged. 








More than 17,000,000 pounds of metallic aluminum 
were consumed in the United States during the year, 
according to the United States Geological Survey. 
This is an increase of over 2,000,000 pounds over the 
consumption in 1906, which amounted to 14,910,000 
pounds. The great increase in domestic use predict- 
ed in the early part of 1907 was not realized, and 
the failure of the predictions is attributed in large part 
at least, to the falling off in demand toward the close 
of the year as a result of general business depression. 








THE TOTAL annual mortality from accidents in the 
United States among wage-earning men is between 
30,000 and 35,000, according to a bulletin of the 
Bureau of Labor, At least one-third, and. perhaps 
one-half, should be saved by intelligent and rational 
methods of factory inspection, legislation and control, 
it is asserted. There were also approximately 2,000,- 
000 accidents that were not fatal, curtailing the nor- 
mal longevity among those exposed to the often need- 
less risk of industrial vocations. The Bureau of Labor 
advocates a more earnest effort to profit by the indus- 
trial methods of European countries, 








THE WORLD’s total gold output in 1908 was $427,- 
‘000,000, against $410,555,000 in 1907, according to 
the preliminary estimate of Director of the Mint 
Leach. Gold production in the United States aggre- 
gated $96,313,256, an increase of ‘almost $6,000,000.

Silver aggregated 51,798,053 fine ounces, a net de- 
crease of 4,700,000 ounces from the previous yéar. 
Africa yielded $165,000,000, an increase of over $13,- 
000,000. Alaska, California, Colorado and South Da- 
kota showed increases reaching altogether over $10,- 
500,000. Decreases in Utah of 3,500000 ounces, 
Colorado of 1,250,000 ounces, and Idaho of 1,500,000 
ounces were notable in the silver output. 








Waces for more than 80,000 skilled mechanics in 
the building trades in New York City were fixed for 
the coming year at a meeting of the business agents 
of the various trade unions held on January 5. The 
wages, based on an eight-hour workday, were fixed 
as follows for the more important trades: Boiier- 
makers and iron shipbuilders, $5; carperiters and 
framers, $5; cabinetmakers, $4; cement and concrete

IN THE production of lead the United States leads 
the world, according to a statement issued by the 
United States Geological Survey. During the calen- 
dar year 1907, the statistics for which have just been 
compiled, there was produced in this country 365,166 
short tons, or 33 I-3 per cent of all the lead produced. 
The production of Spain, its nearest rival, was but 
18.7 per cent of the total. In 1907 the United States 
contributed more than 30 per cent of the world’s pro- 
duction of zine, according to advance sheets of min- 
eral resources issued by the Geological Survey. The 
total production was 813,842 short tons. In consump- 
tion of spelter the United States also leads the world, 
using in 1907 228,509 tons out of a total of 796,855 
tons, or nearly 30 per cent. 








A CAMPAIGN to secure united action by the large 
business interests and commercial associations of the 
country for the passage by this Congress of a new 
law which will require a special education for consular 
careers, is being waged by the National Business 
League of America through a communication sent out 
by its general secretary in Chicago. According to the 
letter the proposed new law would be an impetus to 
the extension of the work of the consular training 
school, especially the one conducted at the George 
Washington University. The law which the league 
is urging seeks to bring about the merit system of 
examination, appointment and promotion of consuls; 
the creation of an examining board for consuls; a re- 
tiring pension for consular officials, and requiring the 
consuls to be familiar with modern languages, at least 
one other than English, and to be posted on the na- 
tural, industrial and commercial resources and com- 
merce of this country, especially with reference to the 
possibilities of increasing trade with foreign countries. 
In urging the prompt passage of the new law the 
league in its appeal advisedly sets forth that a really 
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great consular training school can never be developed 
until there is a proper law. 








3EFORE a commercial organization at Toledo, Ohio, 
an Ohio congressman recently delivered an address on 
. “the business man in politcal life,” in 
Success and +1. course of which he took occasion to 
— say that while we should in nowise con- 

Standards. done offenses in political or commercial 
life, the real responsibility can for the most part be 
traced to the people themselves—or at least to the de- 
gree of public spirit and the standards of morality of 
the great majority. This is a good deal of a truism, 
of course, and it is here interesting and pertinent only 
as leading up to and prefacing the following particu- 
lar passages in the Ohio politician’s outgiving : 

“Success is worshiped, and in the formation of our 
judgment of the successful man the dividing line be- 
tween uprightness and devious methods is not. always 
well defined. When public officials are convicted of 
scandalous conduct the most prebable theater of ac- 
tion for them is found in communities where standards 
of business and political morality are low. The cry- 
ing evil is in the indifference of the great mass of in- 
telligent and patriotic voters. 

“The success of popular government in the United 
States is an inspiration to the whole world. It is not 
without its faults, which have been most glaring in 
the control of municipalities and in the influence of 
corrupt interests. in shaping governmental policies.” 

It is true that “‘success is worshiped” everywhere 
and always, and not in these days any more than in 
those which preceded them or those making up all the 
ages since civilization began. The context to the Ohio 
man’s remark easily projects an intimation that he re- 
gretted that success is thus worshiped, but felt that 
it is something in the nature of a necessary evil to be 
faced and reckoned with- accordingly. It is one of 
the saving factors in human nature, however, that 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred people born in- 
to the world come sooner or later to pay homage to 
success, the only difference among them being that. 
inasmuch as “success” is a relative term—one man’s 
apparent success being often regarded by himself and 
by others perhaps as failure—the same “god of suc- 
cess” is not universally bowed down to, but if one or 
another of them were not worshiped, material prog- 
ress in everything desirable would lag, and in the 
course of time civilization would be halted. 

We were all born to be rich in something, and in 
no field of human activity is there any real success that 
does not bring with it a measure of material wealth. 
And yet the pulpit, the press, the stage and the plat- 
form teem with all sorts of commonplaces in denun- 
ciation of the thirst for wealth—as if it- were not a 
perfectly natural thirst created fc: a wise purpose! 
If, as was once remarked by Emerson, men should 
take all these moralists at their word and leave off 
aiming to be rich these same moralists would “rush to 
rekindle at all hazards this love of power in the peo- 
ple lest civilization should be undone.” So much for 
the success that we all “worship” and really by right 
and by duty, 

As to the formation of our judgment on just where 
uprightness in achieving success leaves off and “de- 
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vious methods” begin, it is almost universally among — 


fairly intelligent persons along the correct lines. That 
“moral obliqueness” once described as “gangren 

a great business from top to bottom” was more imag- 
inary than real, and blunted moral perceptions in men 
of intelligence are so far-and-away the exception and 
not the rule as to be something alinost negligible. We 
do not worship the success that has been achieved by 
“devious methods,” and there does not suggest itself 
at the moment any particular community in this coun- 
try where the standards of business morality can be 
said to be actually “low.” 








AMERICAN holders of patents taken out in the 
United Kingdom might as well recognize at once that 


British 


Patent be applied to the full extent of its rigor- 
Law ous demand that they must manufacture 
Hurts. their articles on British soil or suffer 


revocation of their patents. Last month a Belgian in- 
fraction of the law led to the prompt application of 
the penalty. Quite recently an American patent for 
sewing machines was revoked on the ground that the 
machines were not manufactured in Great Britait- 
The owners indignantly produced pieces which it could 
be proved were turned out on British soil. f 

“Perhaps that is so,” curtly ruled the comptroller- 
general, “but the machines are not produced to an 
adequate extent on this side of the water.” 

It is understood that the Americans hurt in this 
particular instance have appealed, but the probabilities 
are that they will have no chance and that the comp- 
troller’s ruling -will establish a precedent of such 
granitelike character that it will assure a full and 
clear working of the British patent measure. 

As a matter of fact the British law promises to be 
even more prejudicial to American interests than the 
German law, against which the former was largely 
intended to militate. The sewing machine case is 
only one of a number waiting to be decided, it is said. 
These will be brought before the comptroller, who 
cannot initiate action himself but must wait until an 
application from some interested person or firm opens 
the way for his activity. 

The British authorities evidently propose to teach 
Americans peremptorily that their consuls are wrong 
in informing them that they can make all the parts of 
an article patented in Great Britain in America and 
then assemble them on British soil in order to follow 
the spirit of the act. To all intents and purposes the 
letter as well as the spirit of the law will be applied. 

The time is ripe for action to be taken by the United 
States, Government in the way of enacting legislation 


that will give protection to American patents and to - 


American industries. Numbers of European countries 
have undertaken this in the interests of their trade 
and the United States just now is away in the rear 
in this respect. It is to be hoped that the action taken 
by the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in this direction will result in the much needed 
legislation on the patent question. The members of 
the association should do all in their power to in- 
fluence their representatives. in Congress to induce the 
government to take such measures as will benefit the 
association and American commerce a\ large.

SOUTH BEND RECEIVERSHIP SUIT ENDED. 








A sensational suit for a receivership for The Mal- 
leable Steel Range Mfg. Co. of South Bend, Ind., 
brought by Irving A. Sibley, former president of the 
company, was ended on January 4, when J. D. Oliver 
purchased the interest of Mr. Sibley and F. C. Raff, 
the transaction, it is reported, giving the plow million- 
aire the controlling interest in the concern, It is stated 
that improvements to the amount of $150,000 will be 
immediately made to the plant. Mr. Sibley alleged that 
Harry A. Engman, Jr., president, Jacob Woolverton, 
vice-president and treasurer, and Wm. L. Kizer, sec- 
retary of the company, conspired to prevent him from 
securing any returns on his investment. Negotiations 
for the purchase of the stock of Mr. Sibley and Mr. 
Raff had been opened but a short time ago, and the 
deal had not consumed much time. The amount paid 
for Mr. Sibley’s stock is said to be close to $100,000. 

Mr. Sibley was president of the company when it 
was incorporated in 1902, and up to last year held 
office. With the sale of his stock, Mr. Sibley no longer 
has an interest in the concern, and, therefore, no 
longer has cause for action against the officers of the 
company. In an interview Mr. Sibley stated that he 
wished to refute a report to the effect that he claimed 
in the affidavit that the defendants to the suit had 
consumed all the profits and earnings of the company 
in salaries voted to themselves. “This would be im- 
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possible,” said Mr. Sibley, “as the earnings of the 
company, since it started, have been between $400,000 
and $500,000. I naturally hated to dispose of my 
holdings in the company, as it was I who organized 
the concern, and built up the business, but I simply 
took advantage of the opportunity offered for getting 
what the stock was worth.” President Harry A. Eng- 
man of the company has announced that the officers 
of the concern and the administration of its business 
will remain unchanged.

RECENT CUSTOM’S DECISIONS. 





TROUT FLIES, 

In denying the contention of the Whitney Sporting 
Goods Co., of Denver, Colo., the board of United 
States General Appraisers recently overruled a protest 
regarding the rate of duty to accrue on importations 
of trout flies. It was the contention of the collector 
at New York that the should be re- 
turned for duty at the rate of 45 per cent under the 
provision in the law for “manufactures of metal.” 
On the other hand, the importers set up the claim 
that the merchandise should be returned as “manu- 
factures of gut,” with a tax of only 25 per cent. Gen- 
eral Appraiser Fischer, who writes the decision for 
the board, says that the trout flies are made in chief 
value of metal, and that therefore their classification ~ 
as. made by the collector must be regarded as correct. 
The importer’s contention was accordingly overruled. 
Another protest raising a similar contention was filed 
by Wilfred Schade & Co., of St. Louis. The latter 
claim was also overruled.

KNIVES FOR CUTTING CORNS. 

The board has handed down a decision in the case 
of Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co., St. Paul, Minn., re- 
garding the classification of knives for the cutting of 
corns. They were assessed for duty at the rate of 
20 cents each and 40 per cent ad valorem, whereas 
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the importers asserted that the merchandise should be - 
returned for duty at 45 per cent, as “manufactures of. 


metal.” The board found that the chief value of the 
articles is mother-of-pearl and that the knives should 
have been returned on that paragraph. As that claim 
was not made, the classification of the collector, al- 
though erroneous, was upheld. 

COLD-DRAWN STEEL BARS. 

The board has made a decision reversing the action 
of the collector at New York in exacting an additional 
duty on straightened cold-drawn steel bars. They 
were imported by E. H. Bailey & Co., of Philadelphia.

THE CASE OF HAMMACHER, SCHLEMMER 
& CO, 





In THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of January 2, an item 
appeared to the effect that Hammacher, Schlemmer 
& Co., 129 Fourth Ave., New York City, dealers in 
builders’ and upholsterers’ hardware, had pleaded 
guilty in the criminal branch of United States Circuit 
Court on December 23, to two counts of an indictment. 
charging false billing of two shipments of piano-tun- 
ing pins, weighing 1,200 pounds in all. By shipping 
the tuning pins as’ iron screws, the concern was re- 
ported to have saved 15 cents per hundred pounds on 
the freight rate to Chicago, and 14 cents on the rate 
to Laporte, Ind. The fine imposed was $500 on each 
count, a‘ 

The New York Sun of December 24 took cogni- 
zance of the indictment referred to in its news col- 
umns, and in that paper of December 26, the follow- 
ing letter was published over the signature of Ham- 
macher, Schlemmer & Co., through the secretary of 
the concern, Dean Park: 

“We notice in today’s Sun the item regarding our in- 
dictment in connection with the prosecution under the Hep- 
burn law for false billing. 

“We pleaded guilty to the indictment, but there is a phase 
of the case which your article entirely conceals: the benefit 


derived from the reduced rate went solely to the receiver 
of the goods and not to us. We unknowingly committed 


the offence, but we received absolutely none of the results | 


from the reduced rate—our sales being all f. 0. b. New York. 

“We have been continuously in business since 1848 and 
this is the first time that we have been accused from any 
source of any deviation whatever from absolutely ‘law abid- 
ing’ citizens, and it is rather hard on us not to mention in 
your article the fact that this was done through. ignorance 
of the regulations on our part and without any profit what- 
ever to us. You may be aware of the very great difficulty 
in thoroughly interpreting all of the classifications as im- 
posed under the present system of freight shipping. We are 
quite positive that detail investigation would find almost 
every house in the country committing some offence of this 
kind, but in almost every case without the knowledge of 
the principals, as the work is entirely in the hands of ship- 
ping clerks and other emp!oyes. 

“We are not attempting to excuse our offence, but we 
would feel very grateful indeed if you could find space to 
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present the other side of the story, for as the article stands 
it is a stigma upon our business name which we feel is un- 
justified under all the conditions.”

do in a day. I will cite an instance of where I put 
on about 30 squares of roofing for my employers 
where the owner wanted the best he could get. They 
received $10 per square for charcoal iron base 25- 
pound coating, 20x28 sheets, rot painted on the under 
side, and flat roofing. After the first rain rust began 
to appear. Now who is to blame if this roof does 
not last? The owner will not put on another, and 
he will condemn all tin plate and put on some other 
material. Another instance where the specifications 
called for a well-known standard grade of tin plate a 
25-pound coating was substituted. Is it any wonder 
that tin roofing has not achieved the popularity which 
it deserves? 

Galvanized iron or tin roofing will last many years 
if put on right, unless there is something under the 
roof that will destroy it, such as sulphur fumes from 
soft coal, steam, etc. I have known tin roofing that 
was on for 45 years.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Many of the factories are now quite busy on orders 
and at the same time they are accumulating goods for 
the spring trade, so that. they will be in a position to 
promptly exectite any orders which may come to them 
with the increased activity in trade anticipated from 
this time on. Despite any tariff discussion regarding 
any possible reductions in the price of raw material, 
manufacturers feel justified in preparing for a good 
volume of business, although they may operate with 
some conservatism and caution, The stocks of hard- 
ware merchants throughout the country are said to be 
fairly complete and well assorted, but the recent holi- 
day trade has somewhat cut into assortments which 
will call for some replenishing orders. The demand 
for wire nails is rather light at this season of the 
year, and the market for cut nails is unchanged, with 
requirements small. There is very little doing in barb 
wire just now, but it is expected that the demand 
from the southern part of the country will make itself 
felt in a few weeks. Manufacturers of plain wire are 
looking forward to a general revival of business. _ In 
small tools there are no particular changes to note, 
although there have been some minor revisions in 
prices, 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; retail- 
ers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
car load lots, $2.10; retailers’ car load lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
load lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car Iqad lots, $2.05. 

An increase of 10 per cent has been announced in 
the prices of picks and mattocks. 





TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate mills are gradually increasing’opera- 
tions and galvanizers are doing better. The demand 
is fairly active. Leading mills are now working 
largely on contracts for bright plate placed some time 
ago by the leading salmon packers and canning inter- 
ests, most of this tonnage to be shipped out prior to 
April 1. A larger percentage of tin plate capacity is 
operating now than for some time. Several of the 
leading independent mills are operating full, while the 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is operating -136 hot 
mills. The South Sharon works at South Sharon, 
Pa., containing 20 hot tin mills, is now in full opera- 
tion. Prices are $3.89 for 100-pound coke plates, f. 
o. b. New York and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the 
independents quoting $3.65.

COPPER. 


While the large sales of copper reported last week 
seem to have been considerably exaggerated, there is 
no doubt that the market was in a fair way to show 
marked improvement until the slump in the stock mar- 
ket on January 4 took the kink out of speculators 
again. It was reported that 4,000,000 Ibs. of electro- 
lytic copper were sold to a wire-drawing concern last 
week, followed by another sale of 1,800,000 lbs. of 
electrolytic to go abroad. Other large producers 
were said to be in the market, but the amount ef busi- 
ness done has been overestimated, for obvious reasons. 
The price paid on recent sales of electrolytic is said 
to have been’ 14% cents and consumers are reported 
to be pretty well covered up to February 1 at or be- 
low that figure. The leading lake producers are still 
asking 1434@15 cents, with very little first-class cop- 
per to be had at less than the outside figure.

Rods and wire are 
being held at 33 cents a pound in ton lots, and sheets 
at 35 cents a pound in ton lots. 


PIG IRON. 

The pig iron trade is improving very slowly, and 
indeed many members of the trade profess themselves 
unable to see where there has been any material in- 
crease recently in the volume of business being done. 
The passing of the holidays has not yet brought any 
perceptible addition to the amount of iron selling on 
new contracts, and it is not likely that any great 
amount of change will take place for some time yet. 
At the same time the situation is very firm, and it is 
claimed that there is absolutely no cutting of prices 
by any of the furnaces north or south. The furnaces 
are in a strong position, and iron men generally are 
showing no anxiety as to the future. The product of 
the furnaces for the first quarter is pretty well sold 
ahead, and a good volume of business is on the books 
for the second quarter. Very little has yet been done, 
however, for delivery after July 1, but in the iron 
trade there is a very confident feeling that the larger 
consumers will soon be obliged to come into the mar- 
ket again. The New England foundry interests are 
having a fair amount of business, but there is consid- 
erable disappointment expressed over the slow in- 
erease in the volume of orders. Deliveries are being 
made steadily, and there does not seem to be any 
disposition to hold back on the part of the foundry 
men. Stocks at the furnaces are moderate, and the 
bulk of the iron now being delivered is going 
promptly into consumption. Prices at the opening of 
the New Year are very firmly held, no changes being 
noted from recent quotations. In the Alabama field 
the position of pig iron is fully as firm as previously 
noted. The current quotation is $13@13.50 ton f. o. 
b. Birmingham, though the bulk of the current sales 
are being made at the outside.figure. Virginia iron is 
firm at $18.75@18 ton, delivered on the wharf here, 
with 82% cents added for all rail freight. Pennsyl-

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “The after-holiday week saw some fair buying by 
larger consumers, but is particularly interesting on account of 
the promise held out for purchases in the near future. There 
are inquigéee pending for a round tonnage and the market is 
firm: There is every evidence of increased activity and’ a 
larger melt, which it is expected will increase weekly from 
now on. 

“Forge and steel-making irons are in strongest demand 
and the supply is limited. The smaller consumers generally 
throughout this.territory are buying in small lots for prompt 
shipment and the iron.is going directly into the melt. 

“Coke is quiet and prices unchanged. Manufacturers and 
movement are proceeding well, with the demand slightly less 
than it has been. There are many consumers who have been 
buying from hand to mouth and it would seem that present 
prices should prove an inducement to contract. This has 
been the case and recently an excellent amount of contract 
business for the last half of the year was done at one or two 
Eastern points.” 


—_——_—— 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: “It is too early in the new year to expect much doing 
in pig iron, and we are having just such an inquiry as might 
have been anticipated. There has been some demand for iron 
for pipe making, which is in short supply. Low grade iron 
everywhere is more or less a minus quantity, this being the 
season of the year when the furnaces do their best work. So 
there has been a demand for 4 foundry and gray forge that 
has swept the market clean of these grades and which would 
absorb three or four times the available supply. It is proba- 
ble that with the fine weather conditions now prevailing as 
far as iron making is concerned the majority of the furnaces 
in the country are turning out about 85 per cent of 2 foundry 
or better, 

“Pipe makers have bought generously. Then general 
foundries have beer buying in small lots which are needed to 
fill out a mixture here and there. 

“The prevailing sentiment in the trade is optimistic. As a 
rule consumers are melting more iron right along and have 
good prospects ahead. One of the large melters here told us 
that he began this week running full and with plenty of orders 
to keep him busy until the spring, and in the spring he 
thought from the present outlook he would have more busi- 
ness offered than he could handle. It may be that some users 
have been a little too hopeful in that they looked forward to a 
very speedy and immediate resumption of activity, but their 
expectations will be realized before the year is over. There is 
no doubt but that this year little by little will regain the 
ground which the iron trade lost in the great disaster of 1907.”
